Staminate  varieties  will  produce  berries  as  well  alone  as  with  other 
varieties,  but  pistillate  kinds  must  be  set  in  alternate  rows  with  staminate 
varieties  that  blossom  about  the  same  time.

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EVERBEARING  STRAWBERRIES. 


This  is  the  third  year  that  I have  offered  for  sale  these  wonderful 
new  varieties  of  strawberries.  It  is  my  custom  to  try  out  new  varieties 
before  offering  them  for  sale  and  if  they  do  not  prove  satisfactory  I dis- 
card them,  for  I do  not  believe  in  imposing  novelties  and  untried  varie- 
ties at  high  prices  on  my  customers. 

I am  so  well  pleased  with  the  four  varieties  which  I quote  below 
that  I recommend  them  to  you,  believing  that  you  will  be  well  pleased. 

This  variety  of  strawberry  does  not  wait  until  the  year  after  planting 
to  produce  a crop  of  fruit,  but  starts  right  in  to  bearing  about  the  first 
of  August  of  the  year  you  plant  them  and  bears  abundantly  until  the}^ 
freeze  in  the  fall. 

As  fast  as  the  new  plants  set  their  roots  they  begin  to  bear  fruit, 
thus  the  crop  is  heavier  in  late  fall  than  earlier  in  the  season. 

The  next  spring  there  will  be  a fine  crop  of  fruit  in  June.  If  the 
late  spring  frosts  destroy  one  set  of  blossoms  there  is  another  set  ready 
to  take  their  place  which  is  not  the  case  with  the  ordinary  June  bearing 
strawberry.
